Mavbe most folks don't want to 
talk about it but Jim Mead does. He 
didn’thave a very large audience at 
the Linda Vista PTA sponsored 
program on child abuse last week. 
But those there were — totally 
absorbed in his grim but cautiously 
optimistic recounting of this 
CHOPMOUS problem. 

Jim and his wife Pat have three 
children of their own and another 
five for whom they provide a foster 
home? Phe five are children) who 
were victims oof abuse by their 
parents. : 
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Among them are brother and 
sister, John and Paula. John 
appears to be about 12. He is 16. The 
abuse he received sent him to a 
mental institution for a time. But he 
proudly says he’s “growing fast". 
Jim tells of John's artistic talents. 

Paula is 14 but looks to be about 
seven. She is talking a little bit now. 
Among the injuries she received 
from beatings was a fractured skull. 


Slides illustrated Mead's talk. 
They were graphic in depicting 
children wins had been abused. 


Some of the ladies in the audience 
were seen to hang their heads after 
an initial look. They couldn't stand 
the sight of what had happened to 
the children. 


Jim Mead ts a former Brea police 
officer who became interested in the 
subject of child beating from what he 
observed in his work. He studied the 
subject in college courses. 

Jims the organizer of ‘For Kid's 
Sake". The organization 15 growing 
by leaps and bounds, becoming 
nationwide and spreading — into 
Canada. The work it has done so far 
received well carned recognition 
recently. “"For Kid's Sake’’ won a 
$1,000 Community Service Award at 
the Disnevland presentation cere- 
monies recently.

He showed a slide of a very young 
child with severe facial bruises. The 
parent who brought the child to a 
hospital for treatment said it had 
“fallen off its trike’. The doctor 
accepted this explanation. 

Fortunately, an aware nurse 
called attention to the age of the 
child as probably being too young to 
ride a trike. If it had the distance it 
fell could not have caused such 


severe bruising. In addition, the

meeting) to hire Philip S. Jackson 
and Cedric A. White, Jr. to make 
Necessary rough site appraisals and 
engineering studies preliminary to 
negotiations to buy the potential 
sites. 

Jackson will be paid up to $15,200 
total for his appraisals and studies 
with a tab of $6,600 for the high 
school site if it is appraised at a 
different time. 

White will charge up to $16,000 in 
a package with the high school 
coming in at $7,000 if separate. 

The total bill could be as high as 
$31,200 for the two appraisers 
combined services. 

Both men were recently hired by 
trustees to appraise the McFadden 
Elementary School site in Placentia, 
ina three segment deliniation for its 
proposed sale. Price tag for that 
service was up to $10,000 combined. 

One reason given for closing 
McFadden is the area's declining 
enrollment. In another chart, 
Mullender and Bowman Monday 
night pointed out that the district 
last year received only 309 
additional students. 

Dr. Mullender also reminded the 
board that ‘there has been a lot of 
speculation about Yorba Linda's bid 
for unification and we don't know 
what will happen. We don’t know if 
it will pass. If it were to join the 
district that wouldn't be a bad 
lucation for a highschool,’ he 
pointed out on a map placed before 
the board. 

Mullender advised trustees to buy

Mead blames much child abuse on 
‘frustrations’. The child is” the 
victim because it is a “handy 
target’. ‘doesn’t hit back’ and, 
despite the situation, “stall loves 


you’. He told of removing a badly 
abused child from a home that kept 
erying for the "*Mommy" who had 
just beaten it up. 

Tragically, statisdes reveal that 
the abused child has an 88°% chance 
of becoming an abuser when it is an 
adult. according to Mead. He added 
that the practice grows in trequeney 
and intensity. 

Child abuse victims and neglected 
children) become ‘some of our 
sickest adults’, Mead claimed. He 
Mentioned names of persons wha 
had committed heinous crimes as 
examples, 

Child abuse can be triggered by 
many things. Mead mentioned 
difficulty in toilet training a child as 
one reason, Noise 1s a big factor. He 
had solutions for avoiding these 
problems, 

He also demonstrated — the 
throwing of soft toy balls and 
marshmallows, along with striking 
an inflated toy punching bag as ways 
of working off) frustrations and 
anger.
